The Question oi Judicial Jurisdiction. 

Whatever may bo tbo popular 
opinion as to tbe propriety of Chief 
Justice Neodham Bitting as Oommis-. 
eionor in Bankruptcy to pass upon 
thocaao of Mr Wallace, who is indebted 
to a company in which it is claimod 
that tbo Chief Justico will, under a 
cortain contingency, bavo a romoto 
interest, and would thorolore stand in 
the relation of a croditor towards the 
bankrupt, it has littlo or nothing to do 
with the quostion whether tbo Judge 
of British Columbia has or has not 
jurisdiction over this Island? Tbo ono 
is a question of delicacy which tbo 
Chief Juslico alouo can docido. Tbo 
other is a matter that intimately con- 
cerns tbo status of tho Judiciary 
of tbo Colony and consequently 
affects tbe public interests vitally. 
Perhaps, undsr tbo circa instances, 
a roviovy of tbo position of tbo 
Courts of tho It-land and tiio Mainland 
beforo and since tbo proclamation of 
Union may not bo nmiBS hero, and 
may tond, in sumo degree, to roi dor 
clear to tbo public mind what now ap- 
pears enveloped in a fog as donso as 
tnat of a London thoroughfare in 
.Novemboi. Pi ior to Union, the Courts, 
like tho Colonies, were distinct, tho 
Judges in eiiher Colony having ox 
clusivo jurisdiction. Mr B;>gbio was 
Judge of tho Supremo Court of Brit- 
ish Columbia; MrNoedliarn was Chief 
Justice of tho Supremo Court of Van 
couver Island. Tbo gentlemen con- 
stituted tho highest judicial authority 
in their respective Colonies. Tho only 
appetil was to England. Subsequent 
to Union it was hold by Govornor 
Soymour that all tbe Civil Olficos on 
Vancouver Ihlund woro " abolished " 
by the Act of Union, including tho 
office of Chief Ju-t'eo. Mr is'eodham 
differed from tho dictum of His Excel- 
lency, and the publio was given to 
understand that tho matter had been 
reforrod to tho Home Givornraent for 
final adjustment. Nearly a twolvoi 
month has elapsod since tho quostion 
■was referred, and an unaccountable 
Bilonco has been observed by tbo 
Executive with regard to tho posi- 
tion, power and jurisdiction of both 
of tbo Couits. Tho mind of the 
legal fraternity has been agita'- 
ed as to "which King" thoy owed 
allegiance; tho public has been equally 
undecided beforo which Judge or 
Court thoy should look tor justice. 
Tho Judiciary, in fact, was loft in 
a u 8tato of glorious uncertainty," from 
which, but for tho raising of tho quos., 
tion of jurisdiction beforo Mr Need- 
ham, on Friday, it might never have 
emerged. The docMon of tho Chief 
Justico on this point soema cloar and 
unussailablo. IIis Lordship says in 
effect that when the legality of his 
Court was challenged he referred tho 
matter to tho Colonial Office, and that 
tho iinsw' r promptly returned was 
that bis Court was in no way all'ected 
by tho Act of Union ; that tho Impe- 
rial Act creating tho Court was still 
in existence; and that her Majesty's 
Government had not intended, in any 
respect, to interfere with tho Court, 
llero, then, wo have tho opinion ot tbo 
law officers of tho Crown that, not- 
withstanding tho extinction ot the 
Colony of Vancouver Island as a 
Colony, tho bupreme Cou t of Civil 
Justice still remains intact. It tol- 
lows, therefore, that Mr Needham is 
Chief Justice, not of tho Colony ol 
British Columbia but of that in-o^ral 
part of tho Colony ot Uritis'i Columbia 
known as Vancouver Ishnd. On the 
othor hand, Mr Begb'0 is Jtul^o of thu 
Supreme Court of British Columbia, 
but us such, his powers are confined 
to the mainland, us before the proola 
mttion of Union. Wore tho oaso 
Otherwise — wore he directed to hoi I 
Court on Vancouver Island under tho 
commission which ho now holds as 
Judge] ho DTgbt do ao, but only as the 
subordinate ot Mr Noodhum, who i 
Chuf Juslico of tho Supreme Court of 
Vancouver Island. It is open, wo 
opino, for tho Governor to isbuo u 
commission raising Mr Bogbio to tho 
portion of Chief Justice of tho Su^ 
promo Court of British Columbia, but 
his Exoelloncy cannot, as soma sup- 
pose, aboli-h tho Supromo Oourt of 
Vancouver Island, or Interfere \viJi 
tho functions of its ollicors constituted 
by Imperial authority. Again, tho 
position assumed by Chiot Juhtico 
JXoodham. in prooooding to Cariboo

and holding Court on William Creek, 
is brought forward as a procodont for 
tho special appointment of Mr Bogbio 
to try tho caso now undor disouaBion. 
Let as soe how far tho aotion of Mr 
Needham constituted such a "pre- 
cedent" as that which is now claimod. 
Tho hands of tho judicial powor woro 
fottorcd at Cariboo— a deadlock pro- 
vailed li couaoquonoo of a deoision of 
Judgo Bagbio that " thoro was no 
appeal upon mattors of faot from tho 
decision of tho Gold Commit-sionor." 
Tho country waB in dangor of falling 
into a Etato of anarchy and confusion, 
and tho strong, by tho moro exorcise 
of their strength, had began to tram- 
ple upon tbo weak. It was whilo tho 
country wns in tho midst of this orisis 
that tho Chief Justica, at tho request of 
tho Exocutive, accepted the temporary 
appointment of " a Judgo of tho Supremo 
Court ot British Columbia," and having 
discharged tho Bpeoial dutios thrust 
upon him ho resigned tho nppointmont 
and returned to bis dutios on the Island. 
In pursuing this courso the Chief Jus* 
tico says ho was justified by "urgent 
publio necessity." Admitting then, 
for tho sako of argument, that tho 
Govornor, having tho powor, woro to 
seize upon the fact of MrNoedham going 
to Cariboo as a procodont, and were 
to appoint Mr Bogbio " a Chief Justice 
of tho Supromo Court of Vancouvor 
Island," does tho stato of affairs hero 
justify such a courso? Djos tho " ur- 
gent public necessity" that called Mr 
Needham to Cariboo exist to justify 
that appointment ? Wo unhositatingly 
reply, it does not. As to tho exclusive 
jurisdiction of Mr Neodham over the 
Inland, after that gentloiuan's state- 
ment of Friday, wo ontortain not a 
grain ot doubt. Why tho announce- 
ment was not made long since — why 
i ho Executive have kept tho contents 
of that de-patch from the knowledge 
of tho public — wo nro at loss to con 
coivo. That tho motivo which prompt- 
ed the burking of tbo despatch and 
left a question of so much importance 
in a ftato of doubt and uncertainly, 
was a pruisoworthy ono, we oannot 
bring oursolvos to beliovo. Tbo status 
of tho Courts might have been settled 
months since, and a great deal of an- 
noyance and bad feeling provontcd, 
had tho Executive acted in a spirit of 
frankness and siticority towards the 
Judges and tho Bar. 



Wages of the Working Classes 
Great Britain and Ireland,

It appears, from Mr Leone Levi's 
volume, as we learn through the Guard- 
ian, that, under this title, the working 
(.■lasses of the United Kingdom number 
in nil about eleven millions, and that their 
collective annual earnings amount to 
something more than four hundred mil- 
lions pounds sterling— $2 ,000,000,00. If 
we take men, women and children to- 
gether, the average weekly earnings of 
each worker wil he 3- 88, and the aver- 
age weekly earnings of each family will be 
SO 20 in iBngland, $2 G(j for Scotland, 
ami §4 70 for Ireland Labor is thus, as 
might have been expected, moro highly 
remunerated, mi the whole, in England 
than in other parts of the United King- 
dom ; but if wo descend to particulars, 
this rule is not without important excep- 
tions — the labor of children, for instance, 
being considerably cheaper in England 
than in Scotland. In England the farm 
laborer if sciintily fed, at the cost of bare 
ly .sixty cents a week ; tho Scotch laborer 
fares heller, on sixty- even cunts ; while 
Ireland, when food is much cheaper, 
the peasant, for less than th rty-seven 
cents, obtains nearly twice as much car- 
bon, ti rid more than two and a half times 
n3 much nitrogen as the Englishman pro 
cures for three and a half cents moro per 
week. The Englishman has apparently 
the stronger love for animal food, for out 
uf the families included in a recent inquiry 
meat or bacon was consumed by <J0 per 
cent, iii England, by 84 in Wales, by 72 
in Scotland, and by only 59 in Ireland. 



The Exposition— Something Like a 
How. — An extraordinary scene was wit- 
nessed at the Exhibition o:i Friday, Aug. 
23 I. At & o'clock iu the morning the 
Imperial Commission made its appearance 
with a procession of carts ami a few dozen 
crowbars, and without any warning carri- 
ed off chairs and lablea which the pro- 
prietors of the cafes and restaurants had 
placed outside their premises for the ac- 
commodation of the public siin'e tho op- 
ening of the Exhibition, Several violent 
'ubleanx took place. Immediately after 
the seizure the English rostniirmt keepers 
stuck up oul-ido a notice, which, not being 
to the taste of the Commission, was torn 
down by the politic. They then closed 
their doors and stuck up another notice 
inside This howeviir was doomed to the 
same fate ; the police broke open the 
doors and again toro down the objection 
aula placard. The result, of all this was 
tho innjorLy of the cafes ami restaurants 
Bhut up shop for the day, and tho unfor- 
tunate public had to walk about athirst 
and hungry. And now for the cause of 
tlii-i remarkable proceeding.

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LAST NIGHT'S DESPATCHES 
Europe. 

Paris, Oct 30. — Monster has issued a 
noto explaining the intervention of Franco, 
lie regards tho expedition as justifiable, 
because Ituly lias failed to protect the 
Popo in his lawful and houored rights and 
assorts that tho agency of Franco will 
proceed farther if possible A conference 
of tho great powers will be called to settle 
tho Roman question. 

The despatches from Romo beforo tho 
destruction of tho telegraph communica- 
tion say that tho insurgents there were 
actively engaged and an outbreak was re- 
garded as imminent. The troops of 
Garibaldi are only six miles distant, 
organizing an attack. Tho party of 
action were firing Orsini shells in tho 
streets, awaiting tho arrival of Garibaldi. 
Tho French fleet had arrived at Civita 
Vecehia and tho troops wero being dis- 
embarked. It is reported that the Pope 
has informed Napoleon that if Victor 
Emmanuel enters Homo he will loavo. 

The Municipality of Paris to-day gives 
a grand banquet to the Emperors of 
Franco and Austria, and the Empress 
Eugenie at tho Hotel d'A r ille. 

The Emperor of Austria returned 
thanks to the people of Franco for their 
noble hospitality, and invoked a close 
unity between Franco and Austria. An 
enthusiastic popular demonstration greet 
ed the party as they passed through the 
streets. The Emperor of Austria intends 
to visit tho King of Prussia. 

Edinburgh, Oct. 30. — At a public 
dinner given to Disraeli yesterday, he 
alluded to the history of the Reform 
movement, and justified the course of the 
Government. He was loudly cheered.

Florence, Oct. 31 — It is officially 
announced that tho Italian army is 
orderod to advance into tho Papal ter- 
ritory. Garibaldi was in front ol 
Homo on tho 22d with his battalion of 
young and dovoted volunteers.

"Confucius and the Chines: Classics" — 
Edited and compiled by the Rev. A. W. 
Loonies — San Francisco; Roman & Co. This 
book ia a series of readings on Chinese liter- 
ature, principally from tho works of Con- 
fucius; the translation of DeL-egge, of tho 
London MiBBionary Society, famishing the 
text.

Escape of a Convict— Maurice Carey, who 
was convicted of arson at Ihe January Assize 
Court, 18GG, and sentenced to five year*' im- 
prisonment, on Saturday morning last made 
his escape Irom the gaol yard by the adoption 
of means that would have reflected credit on 
the famous Jack Sheppard. Oo the north 
sido of the guolyard is a range ot wooden 
sheds, one of which is devottd to tbe purposes 
of bathing by ihe policemen and prisoners. 
The portion of the shed.used by the police- 
men is divided from the portion nsed by the 
prisoners by a wooden purlitOQ, This par 
tition runs within a foot or two of the roof 
which is slaoiing. The policemen's room 
has a pliatered ceilinsr, while that of the 
oners' is open to ihe shingles, so that a 
person in tbe prisoners' room, by raising him- 
self to the top of the partition, may squeeze 
his body into ihe space betweeu ibe culling 
of tho adjoiuing room and the roof, and bv 
removing a few shingles make a hole through 
wh eh he can gain the rojf, uod then screen- 
ing himself behind a frame front wbicb rises 
above the level of the roof as to add to 
the symmetrical appearance of ihe building 
drop Irom the fence into an uulrequeoted 
g al cy way between the old boiler shop and 
the gaolyurd. This cou se appears lo have 
been adopted by Curey, who, not being raann 
eled, was. kept at work witnin tho precincts 
of ihe prison. He entered the prisoners' buih 
r iom al 10 o'clock on Saturdiy morning 
and at 15 minul-B iu eleven, not having re- 
appeared, the room was examined and found 
to be empty. A tiole 'hrouuh ihe rool over 
t be policemen's bathroom explained ihe 
m>de of his exit. In the alley way, at tho 
BD-t where the convict fell, Ins boots have 
loft an impression four inches deep in the 
Boft, vielding mud. Messengers have been 
da-ipatched ia every direction, bm up lo last 
ni^ht the fugitive bad noi been recaptured. 
It is thought that he was furnished wilh a 
suitable disguise by some persons outside the 
Wall, and to his having adopted it on leaving; 
the yard is attributed ihe fuel of his col being 
recognised on tho streets.

Tho Chinese 
are certainly a wonderful people, considering 
how lar a'.'vanced they teem to havo been in 
many thinga that only lately have attracted 
our attention, such as compeliiivo examina- 
tions for publio appointtnent8, rotation ol 
oropB, suspension bridges, pisciculture, &c 
But everything connected wilh their habits 
and mode of thought aro peculiarly interest- 
ing to dwellers on the PaoiGc coast; cousti- 
luiing, as the Chinese do, an impoitant part 
of the oommunily, aa merchants, miners, nnd 
especially domestic aorvants, more particu- 
larly in this colony, whore maid servants ore 
almost unknown. Tho almond eyed natives 
ol the flowery land in ibis Inst named capac- 
ity aro well known to all of us, and very 
good servants they mako, combining the 
qualifications of washerwoman, cook, 
baker and general usefulness, They all 
can read and write, which we are afraid 
cannot be said of the lower daises ol 
many other countries. Wo havo kno- n 
many of them spend all their spare hours in 
studying voluminous histories of their own 
country. Everyihiog, therefore, throwing u 
light on the customs and social life of this 
iniereating people we gladly hail, and have 
perused with mucb pleasure Mr Loonies' in- 
teresting book and trust it is only a first in- 
stalment of other volumes upon Chinese 
language, easterns and htorature.
